Efterday, one Honore. Baulin, a French 
Lieutenant was hang’d here, puriuant to 
the Sentence pronounc’d againft him by 
the Council of War. Which Sentence 
imported in fubftance, that upon his Tria! 

it appear'd by his own Confeffion as well as by a 
Letter under the Marfhal de Marfin’s Hand, which 
was found few’d up like one of his Coat-Buttons, 
that he was fent to Prince Ragotski to acquaint him 
what Condition the French and Bavarian Army was 
in, and to perfwade him -and the other Leaders of 
the Malecontents in Hungary, not to accept any 
Amnefty offer’d by the Emperor before a general 
Peace, bur rather ro atlift with their joynt Forces in 
reducing the auguft Houfe of Auftria to the laft Ex- 
tremity ; and ro that purpofe to proffer them in the 
Name of the King of France, Men, Money, Artillery, 
Ammunitions, &c. and to concert with them how 
fuch Affiftance might be convey’d tothem. For 
which Caufes the faid Baulin was condemn’d as an 
Emiffary and Promoter of the Sedition of Hungary. 
The Letter found upon him has been printed here, 
and is as follows. 


‘ The Marfhal de Marfin having the Honour to 

* command the Army of the moft Chriftian King in 
‘ Germany, under the Direction of the Elector of 
* Bavaria; fends the Sieur Baulin, an Officer in the 
‘ Troops of his moft Chriftian Majefty, to Prince 
{ Ragotski, to acquaint him with the prefent State 
* of Affairs in this Country, ero Bo may be ufe- 
* ful to him to be inform’d thereof, that he may take 
‘ proper Meafures in what he fhall attempt to do. 
‘ The Armies of the King and of the Eleétor took 
‘ the important City of Ausburg the end of laft Cam- 
‘ paign, and took Poft in the Places on the fides of the 
‘ Illerand the Danube down to Auftria, and larely 
‘ extended their Quarters further by taking Paffau 
‘and its Caftles: The King’s Troops have levy’d 
‘ Contributions as far as Nuremberg, and in all 
‘ Franconia, and have taken feveral of the Enemies 
‘ Quarters; of whom they have made a great 
‘number Prifoners. So that being in fuch a Con- 
‘ dition, they are able to make a Diverfion very 
‘much to the Advantage of Prince Ragotski; of 
‘ which the Marfhal de Marcin thinks fit to inform 
‘him, to make him fenfible of the advantagious 
* State of his Affairs, and to difcover to him the 
‘ Fallacy of the Difcourfes and Propofals that may 

‘ have been made ro him on the part of the Em- 

: yon, there being a Report that the Emperor has 

* fent to Prince Ragotski to offer him Terms of Ac- 

‘ commodation, which can neither be fincere nor 

‘ for his Intereft, and in the Iffue cannot but be 

‘ very dangerous to him. It is certain that if the 

‘ King’s Army, the Ele¢tor’s, and his, do bur act 

* in Concer:,_ they will be able to reduce the Em- 

‘ peror to the laft Extremity ; of which Prince Ra- 

‘ gotski can better judge than any other Perfon, 


‘ by the good Condition to which he has 

* his Affairs by his Valour and Capacity, and by 
* the Situation of our Affairs in this Country. The 
* Marfhal will undertake to promife him all the 
* Succuurs and Service that are in his Power, if he 
‘can but be inform’d by the return of the {aid 
‘ Sieur Baulin, or any other hand, of his Intentions, 
* and wherein he can be ferviceable and affifting vo 
* him, and by what Means the fame may moft pro- 
‘ perly be done. Prince Ragotski may give Credit 
* to all that the Sieur Baulin thali fay co him, about 
* the prefent Pofture of our Affairs, and of the Con- 
* tents in general of this Letter,

Pars, July 25. The King was taken with a Fit of 
the Gout the 23d; notwithftanding which he went 
in his Coach the fame day to Trianon. The Dutchefs 
of Burgundy continues very weak fince fhe was 
brought to Bed of the Duke of Bretagne, who is of 
an infirm Conftitution and not likely to live long. 
The 22d of this Month, an Exprefs arriv’d at Court 
from the Marfhal de Villeroy, with Advice, that he 
had advanc’d within Mufquet-fhor of the Village of 
Bhiel to take a View of the Enemies Lines, and 
found that befides the old Intrenchments which are 
very ftrong, the Enemies had made a new Ditch of 
26 Foot broad; and had planted Cannon where- 
ever they can be ferviceable in all parts of their 
Works. And that he had therefore forborn to attack 
their Lines, till he fhould receive freth Orders from 
the King. 

From the Paris Gazettea la Main, dated July 26. 

Pars, July 26. The laft Letters from Madrid afford 
no News, more than that the Troops are gone into 
Quarters of Refrefhment for 2 Months ; that the 
Spaniards have taken up their Quarters in Portugal, 
and that the French are difpos’d in the Towns of 
Eftramadura, and Andaloufia, and into thofe of the 


"Kingdoms of Leon and Caftile; and that the King 


in Confideration of the great Services of the Duke 
of Berwick, whofe Valour and Conduct he com- 
mends publickly, had been pleas’d to offer to 
make him a Knight of. the Order of the Golden 
Fleece, but he excus’d himfelf from accepting that 
Honour till he has receiv'd Permiffion from the King, 
The Marquefs de Parelle is enter’d into the Valleys 
of the Vaudois, with 2000 Horfe; yet the Duke de 
la Feuillade has taken in his fight a Caftle in the Plain 
call'd Olafco, in which were 180 Men, of which 30 
were kill’d and the reft made Prifoners ; he has like- 
wife fent out Parties who have levy’d Contributions 
on the Country within two Leagues of Turin. 
From the Leiden Gazette, dated July 31. 
Lilo, July 28. The 21ft of this Month, the Troops 
that were at Baffevelde in Flanders decamp’d from 
thence and march’d to Erkelo; the 23d half of them 
went to Philipine and the other half to Sas van 
Ghent, with their Artillery; and on their arrival at 
thofe Places embark’d to come hither with all poffible 
Diligence ; 
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Diligence ; but by reafon of a fudden Calm they 
could not get hither till the 26th. However, the 
Generals caus’d them to land, and immediately ad- 
vanc'd within half a League of the Enemies Lines 
near Antwerp; the Generals them{elves went nearer 
to take a View of the faid Lines, but finding the 
Enemy had pofted in them a great Number of 
Troops, who made a great Fire from their Cannon 
and {mall Arms, they retir’d to Stabroek with their 
Troops, and there continue; having laid afide for 
the prefent the Defign they feem’d to have form’d 
againft the Enemies Lines near Antwerp.
